Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .97 and § 1 .98, Applicant submits for consideration in the 
above-identified application the document listed on the attached Form PTO-1449. Copies of the 
document are also submitted herewith. The Examiner is requested to make this document of 
record. 



We have been advised that the document listed on the attached Form PTO-1449 

comprises images from an Australian movie entitled "Around the World in 80 Ways," which was 

released in 1987. We have not been able to confirm this date. 
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We have also been advised that the premise of the movie is as follows: _ "The son of an 
elderly man, who is partially sighted, hatches a scheme to give his father the experience of a trip 
from Sydney, Australia to Hawaii, Las Vegas, Rome and Tokyo. ... To implement this scheme, 
the son and two accomplices recreate (in one or more local venues) (i) a poolside environment in 
Hawaii; (ii) a Las Vegas casino and nightclub and (iii) the Vatican (among other places, such as 
the airport, hotel, etc.)." We have not been able to confirm this premise. 

We have also been advised that "[i]n each of the recreated scenes, life-sized, inflatable 
humanoids are used to give the appearance of other people being present to the partially sighted 
elderly man." We have not been able to confirm that inflatable humanoids were used. 

Nevertheless, the Applicants respectfully submit that the images do not affect the 
patentability of the present invention. The submitted images are no different than the images 
from the movie entitled "Legends of the Fall," which were submitted in the previous IDS. All of 
the submitted images from "Around the World in 80 Ways" and "Legends of the Fall" show 
humanoid figures as central characters in the scenes in which they are used, not as part of the 
background as in embodiments of the present invention (see claims 16, 23, 29 and 37). The 
humanoid figures in the two movies are limited to not more than a few strategically placed 
figures, and do not simulate a crowd as in embodiments of the present invention (see claims 16, 
23, 29 and 37). In addition, the humanoid figures in the two movies are not placed in close 
proximity to one another to simulate a crowd, as in embodiments of the present invention (see 
claim 37). Furthermore, because the humanoid figures in the two movies were central characters 
in the scenes in which they are used, they are in sharp focus , and were not visually recorded in a 
manner that did not capture a clear image of the figures as in embodiments of the present 
invention (see claim 37). Moreover, because the humanoid figures in the two movies were 
prominently displayed and were filmed in sharp focus, the figures were realistic and had all of 
their limbs, and were not flat-bottomed partial figures as in embodiments of the present invention 
(see claim 37).
